New York, April 20.—The most im­ 
portant, perhaps, of the several labor 
mass meetings held throughout the 
United States was that at Grand Cen­ 
tral palace, addressed 
by President 


S a m u e l Gompers of the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor, at which were many 
persons proroln* nt in the social and 
official life of the city. 
In common 
with the meetings of others cities, the 
local gathering was for the purpose of 
publicly demanding remedial legisla­ 
tion by congress in the interest of or 
ganized labor, and the speaker urged 
that congress pas- live suggested la­ 
bor amendment to the Sh* rman anti­ 
trust law. 
At the meeting of the Chicago Fed­ 
eration of Labor resolutions were pass­ 
ed protesting against alleged hostility 
and Indifference of congress to the de­ 
mands of working men.

Resolutions calling upon congress to 
enact legislation in which organized 
labor is Interested were adopted at a 
mass meeting at the Columbia tlieater, 
Washington

proposition to blacklist members of 
congress and political aspirants who 
are unfriendly to labor. 
Other speak­ 
ers wi re Representative Lloyd of dis 
sourl Hughes of New Jersey. Savage 
of Illinois, Wilson and Nicholas of 
Pennsylvania and Green oi Massachu­ 
setts, all of whom announced their 
aprovval of President Gompers’ atti­ 
tude.
